HE needless wear you may be givin# the tires 


on your ear w hile waiting for gasoline rationing 
Is not som ething between you and your conscience. 
When the brutalitarians were planning the war 
they counted on Americans to be morally flabby 
when confronted with a do-or-die ultimatum. That 
w as the basic plan of total war. First, they would 
m uster all their resources. They would becom e as 
strong as 
possible. 
The 
United 
States, 
however, 
would not and could not become as strong as pos­ 
sible, because it could not break itself of the habit 
o f soft living. 
The Germans and Japanese 
have talked about 
their theory openly. T h ey have called this a de­ 
cadent democracy. They have sneered at our Im­ 
potency in situations that a dictator would handle 
by a decree. They have depended on what they con­ 
tend Its a fatal w eakness of self-governm ent— its lack 
o f any machinery for sustained willful action. And 
the tragic truth Is that in alm ost everything per­ 
taining to tire conservation so far they have been 
right. If the Japanazis had planned it, the result 
to date couldn’t have been m ore satisfactory for 
their purposes. 
They hope now that in the Interval between the 
Baruch com m ittee’s report aud developm ent of m a­ 
chinery to carry out the co m m ittee’s recom m enda­ 
tion further Irreparable dam age may be done 
by 
needless driving and reckless operation. Every driv­ 
er who accom m odates them is helping them to win 
th e war as certainly as Though he had committed 
an act of sabotage.

T the end of the first week of the less than three- 


week period named by the Presldont as the 
lim it of h is patience with anti-inflation debate In 
con gress one thing had been accomplished. 
It became certain that congress will take full re­ 
sponsibility for governm ent control of w age levels. 
B y the term s of his edict, Mr. Roosevelt already 
had taken responsibility for governm ent control of 
farm prices. 
Thus, there should be a minimum of political ef­ 
fect, on the assumption that organized farm blocs 
and labor groups will find it difficult to condemn 
both the executive and legislative branch for their 
participation in an effort to control Inflation. It is 
even possible that leaders of farmers and unionized 
workers m ay not dem and revenge, but it is not as 
yet probable. 
One more thing about anti inflation authority is 
apparent at the end of the first week of the ulti­ 
m atum period. The President and lits party leaders j alone 
In congress are working together closely. Neither I served 
lie nor they could want the ultimatum of executive 
ai tion to go into effect a s long as proper legisla­ 
tive action is possible. The Oct. I deadline is ap­ 
proaching rapidly, but all signs point to the prob­ 
ability that 
Mr. R oosevelt and congress won t bt* 
far apast when it. is reached.

That Soldiers Have Taken Over All; 


Tourist Life Still Goes On

HAVE received letters from several of ray neigh­ 
bors on Miami Beach, down in Dade county, Flor- 
Jda, asking that I explain to m y readers that the 
com m unity has not been entirely absorbed by the 
army, rumors to the contrary notwithstanding, and 
I note that this testim ony now’ is supported by an 
official statem ent from A. J. Cleary, m ayor of the 
beach. 
The Impression 
seem s 
to prevail 
all 
over the 
country that the soldiers are in possession of vir­ 
tually all the hotels and apartm ents on the beach 
and that a civilian going there seeking accom m oda­ 
tions would be out of luck. Moreover, there ha* 
been gossip everyw here to the effect that arm y 
restrictions on civilian life are so drastic that a 
guy scarcely ran get a haircut withtout asking som e 
military mogul's permission. 
Now if these things were true and they were in 
the interest of the national em ergency, there could 
be no complaint. But since they are not true and 
since the spreading of the untruths are a disservice 
to my fellow citizens down in Dade county, Florida, 
I think it only fair to lend my efforts toward dispell­ 
ing the canards. 
I 
T IS NO secret that us Dade county folks long 
have depended on winter visitors for the circu­ 
lation of those coarse banknotes that m ake for rich 
red business corpuscles in the veins of a com mun­ 
ity. Som e of our more snobbish citizens down there 
occasionally m ay try to give the im pression that we 
disdain the dross of the itinerants, but I am speaking 
as a more candid and public spirited gee and hold 
that no visiting dollar should be permitted to escape. 
W ith another winter season com ing on, I recog­ 
nize the peril to our Dade county trade of rumors 
that there is no place for a weary w aylayer to rest 
his weary noggin and while I believe them to be the 
unholy m achinations of envious rival com m unities, 
I take pleasure aiding in scotching them. 
There 
will be plenty of space for the visitors to Dade 
county this winter at the usual rates. 
It seem s that the army has taken over fewer than 
half of the hundreds of hotels on Miami Beach and 
not a great many of the numerous apartments and 
that the story bruited about the land that the soldiers 
are in possession of all the bathing beaches to the 
exclusion of the civilians Is a canard. It also seem s 
that the military restrictions are reasonably flexible 
and do not disturb the civilian population to any 
great extent, 
L 
IKEWISE, lurid tales that the soldiers shove the 
citizens around and are given to ex cesses of au­ 
thority are ridiculed by m y Dade county correspond­ 
ents, who report both officers and men extrem ely 
well-mannered and courteous. Personally. I never be­ 
lieved they could be otherwise. Our Am erican sol­ 
diers are innately gentlem en. 
Of course it probably w ill be a long tim e before 
Dade county again gets the younger male tourists in 
their gay sports Jackets w ho thronged the hotel lob­ 
bies and the beaches and the race tracks in other 
years. T h ey have gone or are going to war. 
But the older folks who have made it their win­ 
ter headquarters for years probably will be there in 
their usual numbers, to sit out in the silver sun­ 
shine or stroll iii the golden m oonlight that is un­ 
changing through all the changes of tim e and is a 
memory that lingers always with you when you have 
sand in your shoes.

T 
H E population of the United S tates is not divided 
equally between the country and the city. This is 
only an im pression from hearing people talk. 
Am ericans live In m any places, like the housefly. 
Som e of them, for instance, live in towns. A town is 
a place too small to be important to energetic graft­ 
ers, big business, candidates for public office and 
geographers. It has at least one good-sized factory, 
tw o fire trucks, a fountain in the public square and a 
Chamber of Commerce. A town is considerably less 
than a city, but is considerably m ore than a village, 
In a village there is no Chamber of Commerce, 
no factory, only one fire truck and a watering trough 
Instead of a fountain. A village does not appear on 
any maps, except road maps, the only candidate for 
public office who ever noticed it was W illiam Jen ­ 
nings Bryan, who got licked anyway, and the annual 
budger Is too small to attract chiselers. 
At that, a village is considerably more than an un­ 
incorporated place, which does not have anything to 
speak of except a name that no one has heard before. 
An unincorporated place is som ething that just hap­ 
pened for no particularly good reason, like the sun­ 
flowers that carne up In the garden in spite of th® 
fact that nobody planted any sunflower seeds. 
But even so an unincorporated place is consider­ 
ably more than a wide place in the road, which is 
where a great m any Am ericans live. 
A wide place 
in the road has nothing to com mend it except tor a 
sign at each end erected by the state highway de­ 
partment to call attention to the danger of running 
down a human being. It has only a little more dis­ 
tinction than a cattle crossing, for which the high­ 
way department erects signs also. 
A wide place in the road, however, is more impor­ 
tant as a place of residence than a place where two 
roads cross, which frequently lias nothing else what­ 
ever to distinguish It, except a filling station and a 
traffic signal erected and operated under F’ermit No. 
359 from the proper board in som e distant capital. 
While Am ericans living in cities invariably wish 
they were living in the country and those in the 
country alw ays tell strangers they live near som e 
well known city, those who live in towns, villages, 
unincorporated places, wide places in the road and 
crossroads usually profess to be well satisfied wi t h 
their lot. T his indicates that these are, after all, the 
best places to live.

IN DISTRICT BUS 
STOPS IS LIKELY 


Transportation Unit Studies 


Petitions For Changes 


In Present Service 


Tears that elimination of addi­ 
tional bus stops may be necessary 
under the proposed nationwide 35- 
mile speed limit were expressed 
by the district defense transporta­ 
tion committee of the East Liver­ 
pool civilian defense council Wed­ 
nesday afternoon. 
President Roosevelt now is pre­ 
paring to put the 35-mile limit into 
effect after Its recommendation by 
the Baruch committee as one of a 
series of steps necessary to con­ 
serve vital rubber. 
Busses Seen Affected 
H. R. Frederick, general mana­ 
ger of the Valley Motor Transit 
Co. and a member of the district 
transportation committee declared 
the speed curb in all probability 
yjlll be applied to busses in view 
of another order which gives the 
government complete control of op­ 
erations of busses, trucks and taxi­ 
cabs by Nov. lo. 
Mr. Frederick explained that a 
reduction in the run time between 
Beaver and Steubenville would not 
be plausible since it would disrupt 
seriously 
connections 
between 
busses at various points. He also 
pointed out that no more busses 
• re available to help relieve the 
situation. 
He said removal of more stops 
appears to be the only way to 
make up lost time if the speed re­ 
duction is ordered. 
Two and a half hours are re­ 
quired for the run from Steuben­ 
ville to Beaver, he said. 
Busses now operate under a 40- 
mile limit. 
The bus company manager sug­ 
gested a re-canvass of the whole 
interurban system to consider the 
elimination of more stops so the 
committee may be prepared for any 
eventuality. 
Meanwhile, the group still Is re­ 
ceiving complaints relative to re­ 
cent dropping of other stops. 
Miss Louise Seitz of Carolina 
ave., Chester, appeared before the 
group at its meeting yesterday in 
the mayor’s office at the City build­ 
ing to request that the Oaktree 
stop, between First and Second 
eves., Chester, be restored.

UF MEAT SLUMP 


But Livestock Experts See 


Renewed Buying Soon

CHICAGO, 
Sept. 
17—Purchases 
of meat by the agricultural mar­ 
keting administration, government 
agency which buys for lease-lend 
shipment to other United Nations, 
have slumped 
sharply over 
the 
last several weeks, a compilation 
of department of agriculture re­ 
ports showed today. 
Scaling down of the 
agency’s 
buying was a necessary result of 
the meat shortage, livestock ex­ 
perts said. Tins AMA, which for­ 
merly made heavy purchases week­ 
ly, 
now buys only every other 
week in an effort to make more 
supplies 
available 
for 
domestic 
consumers. 
Actual shipments and 
supplies 
of AMA-purchased meat are a mili­ 
tary secret. 
At the itme the meat shortage 
came to a head, there was much 
criticism of continued heavy buy­ 
ing by the AMA during the sum­ 
mer months of slack production. 
It was argued that the agency 
could reduce its buying, utilizing 
stocks it presumably had on hand 
for lease-lend export. 
Livestock experts expect AMA's 
buying to expand within a few 
months with the start of the au­ 
tumn and winter run of hogs and 
cattle, which will be exceptionally 
large. 
Prices of hogs, which are influ-J 
enced more by AMA buying than 
cattle, have declined recently, but 
livestock men attribute the slump 
more to the threat of ceilings and 


increased 
offerings than 
to 
the 
AMA’s program. 
The top price of hogs yesterday 
was $14.40 compared with $15.30, 
a 22 year peak, in mid-August.

For U.S. Sacrifices 


“ The Historical Backgrounds of 
Modern 
Germany”, 
or why Ger­ 
many ie what it always has been 
—a warring nation— was discussed 
by State Rep. John P. Stephenson 
at the weekly luncheon-meeting of j 
the Lions club Wednesday in the j 
Mary Patterson memorial. 
Mr. 
Stephenson 
outlined 
the 
history of the nation from its hum- j 
hie start as one of many feudal 
estates in the Holy Roman em- | 
pire of 1415 which comprised all ! 
of central and western Europe. 
Put Up For Auction 
When the last heir to the prov­ 
ince died, ending the family line, 
it was put up for public auction, 
complying with the laws of the em­ 
pire, and Frederick Hohenzollern 
was high bidder. 
Containing only one small, dusty 
village, about the size of Saline­ 
ville— now, known as Berlin— the 
country waa built up through a pe­ 
riod of years by successors of the 
Hohenzollern family, who always 
were military minded. 
After years of growth, in 1701, 
when Frederick III was in charge, 
application was made by the ruler 
to change his title to king, and he 
became Frederick the First, king 
of Prussia, the speaker related. 
From 
1713 
on, 
the 
successive 
rulers devoted their entire atten­ 
tion 
to building a better army, 
basing their action on the theory 
that a small, well-trained and well­ 
equipped 
army 
could 
defeat 
a 
large, clumsy, ill-trained machine. 
This army was built on sacrifice 
and a half-way public education 
system in which the m ass 
was 
given an education equivalent to 
the eighth grade in America. 
The very select few were en­ 
titled to enter a high school, but 
only those of extreme intelligence 
were permitted to attend the uni- 
vereitiee. 
1871 Victories Cited 
After their first setback in war, 
by Napoleon, 
the 
Hohenzollerns, 
under 
the 
successive 
reigns 
of 
Frederick Williams I, II and III, 
built up the military machine to 
•uch proportions that by 1871 it 
bad engulfed parts of France and 
looked to the domination of all of 
Europe. 
In 1914-18 the great family re­ 
ceived its second setback in the 
bloody World war, and the family 
line 
ended 
a s 
the 
Kaiser 
was 
forced to flee his own country. 
Then in 1924, just six years after 
the 
“ world 
was 
made 
safe 
for 
democracy”, a dirty, gaunt, thin, 
gray, radical and fanatic paced the 
floor of a jail in Bavaria, dictating 
"Mein K am pf” to fellow prisoners. 
Here he wrote his dreams of seiz­ 
ing the globe.

this 
"war,” 
said 
the 
state 
representative, 
“We 
must 
know no liounds of sacrifice. 
“ We haven’t even begun to win 
the war", he declared. 
“Before 
1939. 
French 
citizens 
were clamoring

—look what they have today. Now 
all they ask is liberty. 
“If we gave everything we made 
to preserve the free way of life, it 
would be cheap!”
